mission.

companies citing the five members of 
the commission for contempt of a pre- 
vious injunction order of the court 
which set aside a 25 per cent rate 
reduction, 

The judges also had under debate 
the contention of the public service 
commission that the federal 
because of the recently enacted John- 
son act. do not have jurisdiction in 
the cases. Circuit Judge Samuel H. 
Sibler, who presided over Thursday's 
hearing. said this question would be 
decided first. 

Decision on the matters pending is 
not expected for several days. With 
sudge Sibley on the cases are District 
Judges William I. Grubb, of Pirming- 
ham, and &. Marvin Underwood. of 
Atlanta. 

Testimony Held Irrelevant. 

In refusing the citation for the gov- 
ernor, who last week refused to ac- 
cept a summons issued by the clerk 
of the court, Jon Dean Steward, Cir- 
cuit Judge Sibley, speaking for the 
court, said it did not consider any tes- 
timony the governor might give would 
be. material to the cases at issue. The

FAIR TREATMENT 
ON GERMAN BONDS 


Rehabilitation of Berlin’s 
Credit Seen as Eventual 


Result of Agreement 
With Great Britain. 


By the Associated Press. 

Great Britain’s and Germany's 
agreement that Germany is to service 
interest payments to British holders 
of Dawes and Young bonds was ap- 
parently received with satisfaction 
Thursday everywhere except in the 
United States. 

British financial quarters welcomed 
the settlement with unconcealed re- 
lief and satisfaction, and the belief 
was expressed in the press that Ger- 
man credit might be rehabilitated. 

The German foreign office seized 
upon the happy averting of an Anglo- 
German trade war as an outstanding 
gain accomplished by Germany in the 
negotiations. 

French treasury officials indicated 
they hoped to make an arrangement 
similar to that of BSBritain’s with 
Germany, and it has been said in 
Berlin that any other nation was 
welcome to enter diplomatic negotia- 
tions to that end. . 

But in Washington it became 
known that the United States will 
demand that Germany give Ameri- 
cans, holders of about $1,500,000,- 
000 of German obligations, an even 
break with Britons in the payment 
of debts. It: was said a new note 
asking equality treatment may be 
dispatched to the reich. 


U. 8S. TO MAKE DEMAND 
FOR EQUAL TREATMENT 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—-@H)— 
Secretary Hull today began a study 
preliminary to drafting a strongly 
worded note to demand from Ger- 
many treatment equal to that aeccord- 
ed any other country in interest pay- 
méhts on Young and Dawes bonds. 

Hull was out of Washington over 
July 4 when Great Britain and Ger- 
many reached an agreement providing 
for payment to British bondholders 
at the expense of other nationals. He 
rettirned late today, and immediately 
gave his attention to the question of 
discrimination against Americans, 

Undersecretary Phillips, in Hull's 
absence, informed newspapermen Ger- 
many had not yet answered the last 
American note concerning the Ger- 
man moratorium. In that communi- 
cation Hull rejected German excuses 
for the moratorium on all foreign ob- 
ligations, and insisted particularly on 
equality of treatment for American 
ondholders. 

It would not be necessary, how- 
ever, Phillips said, for the state de- 
partment to receive a reply before 
again calling the question to the at- 
tention of the German government. 

Under the plan worked out by Brit- 
‘ch and German committees in Lon- 
don British investors, holding approx- 
imately $144,194,070 in Dawes and 
Young bonds (23.83 per cent of the 
outstanding total of both issues) will 
receive interest payments during the 
next six monghs. 

Of that ei $87,115,140 (52.038 
per cent) are Dawes bonds, and $56,-

FDR. PROMISES 
MARINES RECALL 
FROM HAITI SOON 


President Pledges Aid in 
Restoration of Indepen- 
dence of Republic Dur- 
ing Brief Visit. 


CAPE HAITIEN, July 5.—(>)— 
After promising the prompt withdraw- 
al of American marines from Haiti, 
President Roosevelt joined the chief 
executive of Haiti today in a toast 
to the restoration of combplete in- 
dependent relations between the two 
republics. : 

The president came ashore from the 
U. S. S. Houston, which is taking 
him to the Pacific ocean on his ra- 
cation. 

During the’ visit, he made a brief 
address—partly in French—at the 
Union Club, saying the marines will 
leave Haiti within a month or six 
weeks. 

He expressed the hope that the 
marines would. .be remembered as 
friends who tried to help Haiti. 

Later President Stenio Vincent 
called upon President Roosevelt on 
the cruiser. 

During his two-hour visit here 
President Roosevelt motored with 
President Vincent through the streets 


of this ancient town founded at. the 
base of mountains by Christopher 


Columbus. 

At the club President Vincent 
toasted the visitor and pledged 
friendship between the two coun- 
tries. 
President Roosevelt then accepted 
a glass and drank to the new friend- 
ship signified by the imminent re- 
moval of the marines after a long 
stay.

Two of the strikers, seeking to en- 
force’a blockade of the port of San 
Francisco—tied up since May 9 by 
a longshoremen’s strike—fell mortal- 
ly wounded. Thirty-one -other persons 
were shot, and°38 suffered gas and 
club" injuries requiring hospital or 
physicians’ treatment. 

2,000 Guardsmen on Scene. 

Two thousand national guardsmen, 
ordered by Governor Frank Merriam 
to safeguard stated-owned property, 
moved upon the strife-torn area -to- 
night. The situation had quieted. 

A gutter near the strikers’ head- 
quarters ran réd with blood as the 
two, slain strikers lay unti] ambu- 
lances screamed their way through 
the -atreets. = 
Taking protection behind telephone 
poles, the police opened fire directly 
at the strikers. Pickets a block away 
shouted threats and the officers an- 
swered by blasts from their pistols 
and shotguns. 

Throughout the afternoon the 
strikers gathered in groups, only to 
be dispersed quickly by tear gas shots. 
In one instance the police used 
nauseating gas to scatter the men

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Several Thousand Officers 
Have Active Duty in 
Fourth Corps Camps. 


With a number of reservists already 
under orders for training, regular 
army authorities at army posts in the

_- Five army camps in Georgia. includ- 
ing Candler field and Fort McPher- 
son, are authorized a quota of ap- 
proximately 874 reservists of all arms 
and services, according to the train- 
ing program published by Major Gen- 
eral George Van Horn Moseley, the 
corps area commander. 

Approximately 204 officers will be 
garrisoned for a 14-day period at va- 
rious times in July and August at 
Fort McPherson. Some officers are 
now receiving training there, it was 
stated, while the largest group is 
‘scheduled to report on July 22 when 
the 326th infantry, Fort Benning 
corps area service command and othtr 
organizations will report for duty. 
One phase of the training will be a 
test mobilization from August 12 to 
25 by 32 officers of headquarters 
fourth corps area service command. 
Forty-one officers of the finance de- 
partment, judge advocate general’s de- 
partment, quartermaster corps and 
other service will be on duty at the 
local post at other times during July 
and August. 

Atlantans will be able again this 
year to view airmen perform aerial 
tactics when approximately 40 re- 
serve officers of the air corps will re- 
port at various times during this and 
next month for 14-day periods of 
training at Candler field. The pro- 
gram prescribes unit training, but se- 
lection of the dates have not yet been 
made,

Leaf Warehouse Code 
Gets Final Approval 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—(@)— 
Presidential approval of the code for 
the auction and loose leaf tobacco 
warehouse industry was announced 
today by NRA. 

The code becomes effective July 9, 
The labor provisions, which are under 
NRA jurisdiction, provide a 40-hour 
week of eight hours a day with cer- 
tain employes permitted to work 12 
hours a day if paid at least $25 a 
week, 

Minimum wages are 22 1-2 cents an 
hour for unskilled common labor and 
$16 a week for clerical employes. The 
code prohibits a reduction in the week- 
ly wage .because of a reduction of 
working hours under code require- 
ments. 

The agricultural adjustment admin- 
istration has supervision of the code’s 
other provisions.

state governmental costs, while rev- 
enue receipts during the year totaled 
$32,960,445. 

All revenue collected amounted to 
$11.33 a person, the bureau found. 
The per capita of property and spe- 
cial taxes was $2.71 compared with 
$2.85 in 1931 and $1.93 in 1917. 

The increase in the amount of 
property and special taxes collected 
the report showed, was 44.6 per cent

A wise woman of our acquaintance 
has a long established gracious hot 
weather custom. Her husband fre- 
quently comes home from work a short 
time before the whole family can be 
gathered together for dinner. But hot 
and tired though he is, he hurries 
home for this brief period of quiet 
with his wife. Always his favorite soft 
chair is waiting for him in the coolest 
spot in the house. Beside the chair on 
a low table is a tall sparkling glass 
filed with a refreshing new drink 
cooled by tinkling ice cubes. Every 
evening this drink is varied somewhat, 
though it may only be the addition of 
a sprig of aromatic mint and a slice 
of sharp lemon. These drinks run the 
whole gamut of variety and culinary 
invention during the summer season. 
The following recipes are a few of the 
favorites. I ‘am sure your husband, 
family and summer callers will enjoy 
them, too! 

Currant Mint Punch. 

Pour 2 quarts boiling water over 1 
glass currant jelly and 1 cup granulat- 
ed sugar. Cool and add the juice of 
6 lemons and 2 oranges. Slice 2 more 
oranges very thin and add. Finally 
pour in another quart of water. Ice, 
and serve with sprigs of mint in each 
glass. Serves 20. 

Grape Mint Shake. 

Whip 1 glass grape jelly to a liquid, 
add 1 tablespoon lemon juice, and 
blend well. Slowly beat fruit mixture 
into 1 quart whole milk. If desired, a 
few drops of mint extract or crushed 
fresh mint may be added before serv- 
ing. Serve with ice cubes in each glass. 

Currant Fizz, 

Beat 2 glasses currant jelly with a 
hand or electric beater until frothy. 
Add 1 pint boiling water, and con- 
tinue beating until the jelly is dis- 
solved. Then add 21-2 cups orange 
juice and 2-8 cup lemon juice, and stir 
well. Chill, and just before serving 
add two 1 pint bottles ginger ale. 
More water may be added, if desired. 
Makes 9 cupfuls. 

Mint Punch. 

Combine 11-2 cups water and 1-2 
cup granulated sugar, and bring to 
a boil while stirring constantly. Re- 
move from the heat and cool. Then 
add 6 tablespoons lemon juice, 1-8 
teaspoon mint extract. and enough 
green vegetable coloring to tint a very 
delicate green. Just before serving, 
add two 1 pint bottles ginger ale and 
serve with or without chopped ice or 
ice cubes, A thin slice of lemon in 
each glass and a sprig of mint on top 
make attractive garnishes. Makes 6 
cupfuls. 


Tomato and Cucumber Cocktail. 
- Combine 2 cups tomato juice, 1-3 
cup grated cucumber, 1-4 teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, 1 teaspoon sug- 
gar, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 teaspoons 
lemon juice and 1-4 teaspoon evapo- 
rated horseradish soaked for 10 min- 
utes in 1 tablespoon cold water. Stir 
well and chill thoroughly. Stir before 
serving. Pour into-small serving glass- 
es and serve as an appetizer. 

Frozen Tomato Juice Cocktail. 


Add to 1 pint tomato juice, 1 ta- 
blespoon grated onion, 4 stalks celery, 
well bruised or grated, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt and 2 teaspoons sugar. Let 
stand for 15 minutes. Strain through 
a coarse wire strainer. Pour into a 
shallow pan and place in refrigerator 
to freeze. Stir several times during 
the freezing process. Freeze only par- 
tially. Rerve in cocktail glasses. 

Fruit Foam Cocktail. 

Combine 1-3 cup cold water and 1-3 
cup granulated sugar with 1-3 cup 
lemon juice, 1-3 cup orange juice, 1 
tablespoon bottled or fresh lime juicé, 
2 egg whites and 2 cups finely crush- 
ed ice. Place in a shaker or in a 
tightly covered preserve jar and shake 
until light and frothy. Pour into small 
glasses and serve. Makes 21-2 cupfuls 
and serves 6.

That flying trip to Neel’s Gap was 
not at all satisfactory from a collect- 
ing viewpoint. As a matter of fact, I 
came back without a specimen. All I 
did was to add a few names to my 
summer bird list, and even these were 
not at all startling. There are a few 
of them, however, that deserve men- 
tion. I do not believe I have ever 
written about the indigo buntings, al- 
though to overlook them this long 
would have been almost impossible. 

It seemed to me that the indigo 
buntings were more common at Neel’s 
Gap than I have ever seen them any- 
where. Some of the sightseers refer- 
red to them as bluebirds; this they 
undoubtedly are, for their color is 
as rich and beautiful d blue as can 
be imagined. There was a stretch of 
telephone wire along the highway on 
which at least ong of these birds 
perched between egch pair of poles. I 
wish 1 had counté#d them. They all 
seemed to be happy over something 
for they were singing with all the joy 
and abandon ip their small hearts. 
Possibly the food crop is exceptionally 
good up there and they are rejoicing 
over it. Or possibly the bird doctor 
had just said, “Well, let me congratu- 
late you, for you have two sons and 
‘two daughters.” That is entirely too 
far-fetched, for it seems to me that 
the indigo birds probably have fin- 
ished nesting. Remind me to ask 


Nelson Nichols has referred to the 
indigo bunting as “a bird of distinct 
personality.” He also is the author 
ity for the statement that no bird out- 
side the tropics has such a decided 
blue color. The color, as he points 
out, is more ultramarine blue than in, 
digo. Certainly the indigo snake is. 
more indigo than this bird, and even 
a color-blind individual would never 
confuse the colors of these two ani- 
mals. The female bird is one of those 
indeterminate finches without really 
recognizable markings. The finches 


are one of those confusing groups that 
discouraged my early excursions into 
ornithology. Flycatchers and warblers 
algo proved too difficult for my youth- 
ful efforts with the net result that 
I started after the snakes with an in- 
tensive interest born of knowing what 
I was seeing. 

I remember one of the indigo bunt- 
ings of the early days, It wags 
perched, characteristically, on the 
topmost twig of a dead tree on Ken- 
nesaw mountain. It caught the last 
rays of the sunset and was pouring 
out a magnificent rendition of bunt- 
ing opera. The sky back of the bird 
was just a shade Tighter than the bird 
itself and the entire picture was soe 
vivid that I can see it in my mind to- 
day. I hope to see one more like it 
in this life. That will be all I can 
hope for.

The ambassador was said by French 
gources to have been promised when 
he called at Wilhelmstrasse yesterday 
that the German press would not be 
permitted to drag France into the 
matter. 

Hitler had aecused some of the plot- 
ters of negotiating with a ‘foreign 
power” and there was much specula- 
tion as to what country was meant. 

The German newspapers’ story ac- 
eused Von Schleicher, one of those 
executed by Hitler's men, of having 
dealings with France while he was 
chancellor in 1982. 

French Foreign Minister Louis Bar- 
thou was accused of revealing the 
Von Schleicher plot to the British at 
Geneva May 30. 

“Hitler's days are numbered,” Bar- 
thou was represented as saying. 

Other Callera. 

In addition to the French envoy, 
the American and British ambassa- 
dors have called at the foreign office.

Born in Bangkok, Siam, in 1811, 
the Bunkers were brought to this 
country when they were 18 years old 
by a Captain Coffin, of Boston. After 
settling in North Carolina they be- 
came well-to~lo farmers.

BRESLAU, Germany, July 5.—()

ay.

NEUDECK, Germany, July 5.—(>)

The president appeared before the 
public today, somewhat pale and using 
a cane, but there was no visible sign 
that either the recent troublous days 
or the task of entertaining royalty at 
his country estate had affected his 
vigor. 

The king and queen of Siam came 
here for a formal luncheon, a recep- 
tion, and a review of goose-stepping 
soldiers of the regular army. 

The doughty 86-year-old field mar- 
shal’s halting gait is attributed only 
to an ineurable infirmity from which 
many men of his age suffer. 

Precarious Health.

unions, developed from an attempt 
by San Francisco industrial interests 
to move cargoes from piers with non- 
union workers, under the protection 
of police. Pickets attacked the trucks, 
and the fighting broke out. It raged 
along the five and one-half-mile water- 
front from morning until late after- 
noon. Late in the day Governor Mer- 
riam proclaimed “a state of tumult, 
riot and other emergencies,” and from 
his Sacramento office ordered the 
guardsmen to rush to the embarcadero. 

Rincon Hill, an elevation in the in- 
dustrial district only a short distance 
from the city’s famed Ferry building, 
was the scene of some of the fiercest 
fighting. 

Attack, Counter-Attack. 

The hill was besieged repeatedly, 
with the strikers maintaining posses- 
sion of the knoll temporarily and then 
retreating in wild confusion when po- 
lice stormed up the weed-covered 
slopes. 

Possession of the hill changed hands 
half a dozen times as the police shot 
tear gas bombs into the ranks of the 
cursing pickets and then opened up 
point blank with blasts from their riot 
guns, 

One striker, blinded by tear gas, 
stumbled against a mounted officer, 
who struck him across the head, fell- 
ing him, and then rode into a swirling 


‘mob of strikers. : 


Extra long clubs were issued to the 
police by Chief William J: Quinn, who 
personally directed his men in efforts 
to restore order on the riotous scene. 

From Rincon Hill the riot swept 
toward the Ferry building, where 
thousands of curious spectators had 
gathered, as though they were witness- 
ing a circus. 

Spectators Gassed. 

Police, already with their hands 
full in attempting to quell the numer- 
ous riots, endeavored unsuccessfully 
to force the spectators to flee from 


‘the scene. 


Tear bombs drove many of the spec- 
tators away and several bystanders 
fell victims to wild shots. 

Then the. riot swung directly in 
front of the International Longshore- 
men’s Association and again the riot- 
ers fell under the swinging police 
clubs and exploding gas bombs. 

Bombs hurled by police carried for 
nearly a block. One of the missiles 
went through the window of the Sea- 
board hotel, a seaman’s lodging house. 
on the Embarcadero. Its residents 
scurried from the building. 

Word spreak quickly that the na- 
tional guard troops were on their way 
to the waterfront, but the strike lead- 
ers declared flatly they would not 
abandon their precarious positions. 

Police in Gas Masks, 


They said they would stay on the 
embattled waterfront, at the risk of 
their lives, to protect their jobs. They 
added that they would attempt to per- 
suade all unions in the city to join 
them in declaring a general walkout. 

Police began a mopping up move- 
ment, driving the strikers south of the 
Ferry building. At first the officers 
had fired above the heads of the riot- 
ers, but as the fury of the mobs in- 
creased the bluecoats, grotesque ap- 
pearing in their gas masks, lowered 
the range of their weapons and shot 
directly into the ranks of the mad- 
dened men. 

Men fell like tenpins and were 
trampled as their companions sought 
to escape from the bursting gas shells, 
which cast clouds of white mist along 
the waterfront. 

Hunger forced a temporary truce 
tonight. ; 

The strikers manned a soup kitch- 
en and its aromas were scented by 
the embattled pickets. But they could 
not get through the police lines to 
the kitchen. 

Finally Ralph Mallen, head of the 
strikers’ publicity committee, made his 
way to the police lines and requested 
special permission to feed his men. 

Police immediately granted the per- 
mission, allowing 15 strikers at a 
time to go through the lines and ob- 
tain food. 

Meanwhile at the state armory the 
national guardsmen sat down to din- 
ner. 

A new and powerful nauseating gas 
was unleashed by police. Several per- 
sons were reported caught in this 
gas, which produces violent nausea 
and is supposed to disable its victims 
for two days.

C., July 5.—(A4 aa 
Dixie’s cotton is blooming but while 
other farmers are curtailing their 
crops C. G. Rowland is attempting to 
perfect a super cotton that will pro- 
duce more and better lint under no 
more work, 

He is. working for a pure strain 
five-lock boll: and says he has evolved 
the type so far to 85-90 per cent per- 
fect; that his yield is approximately 
25 per cent more lint than the con- 
ventional fourlock under identical con- 
ditions. 

While five-lock bolls are not uncom- 
mon—depending on soil and moisture 
conditions—the United States agricul- 
ture department knows of no true 
five-lock variety and this is Rowland’s 
aim. 

Last year Rowland—president of 
the National Bank of South Caro- 
lina, who also is attempting to de- 
velop a soft-shelled black walnut— 
planted 40 acres of five-lock; this year 
acres. Last year he plowed up 30 
acres of four-lock in the reduction 
program, leaving 10 acres for this 
year. 

For six years he has tended his 
five-lock with all the care of a hen 
mothering her brood. He picks his 
fields meticulously, separating five- 
lock from four-lock seed and paying a 
premium to. pickers for such efforts. 
He keeps separate the first-opening 
and later-opening five-lock boll seeds 
in an effort to develop an early strain. 
Rowland says the cotton is blight 
proof but he is attempting to insure 


this doubly by treating the seed. He 


weigh a pound. 

From the 40 five-lock acres last 
year Rowland hand-selected the cotton 
and found he had 65,554 pounds of 
seed. His eight acres of four-lock (he 
had plowed up 30 acres) yielded 10.010 
pounds of seed. He said the lint yield 
of the five-lock and also the fonr- 
lock was 35 3-4 per cent, “both being 
somone over one-third of the seed 
cotton.” 


But to give his four-lock the edge, 
however, he planted it on “a little 
better land and ten days earlier’ than 
the five-lock. 


The agriculture department reports 
five-lock bolls occur extensively in 
Texas and Oklahoma and also through- 
out the eastern part of the cotton 
belt, with upland cotton producing a 
high percentage of, five-lock when con- 
ditions are favorable and single plants 
producing three, four and five-lock 
bolls simultaneously, 

This condition Rowland noticed in 
1927 when he picked his first five-lock 
seed. Since then he has culled his 
crop carefully. 

He says the five-lock bolls are 


larger and fluffier than the four-lock 
and that in time he hopes his five- 
lock may relegate entirely the conven- 
tional boll now prevalent in Dixie.

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Key West To Try Comeback — 
As Resort Center With U.S.Aid 


KEY WEST, Fla., July 5.—(?)— 
This southernmost city in the United 
States tonight was in the hands of a 
receiver who hoped to overcome years 
of misfortune and make it a second 
Bermuda by reviving a lifeless tourist 
trade and pump fresh blood into its 
stricken veins. 

Julius F. Stone Jr., state federal 
emergency relief administrator, today 
notified Governor Sholtz he would 
take over the affairs of the stranded 
city and county and attempt to bring 
back the prosperity it once enjoyed. 

Governor Sholtz requested Stone to 
act after. city and county officials, 
faced with a seemingly hopeless eco- 
nomic condition. because of a shift of 
trade, called upon the state and fed- 
eral governments, for a new deal. 

Once the largest city in Florida, the 
town, situated on a tiny island only 
90 miles from Havana, Cuba, grad- 
ually has lost its industries and tour- 
ist trade, the population dwindling 
away from 18,000 in 1920 to a few 
more than 12,000 in 1930 and today 
half of those left are on the emergency 
relief rolls, — 

Stone said the relief cost for the 
next five years would be $2,000,000 
and as a business proposition it was 
better to put the population on its 
feet economically. 

Faced with providing a living for 
the stranded people or moving them 
off the island, Stone quickly approved 
giving them a chance at home in favor 
of sending them to Tampa, Miami, or 
other cities where he said they still 
would be on relief rolls and in addi- 
tion surrounded by aliens, facing new 
social problems, 

The answer, the administrator be- 


|lieves, is to capitalize on the charm 
and entice tourists to beat a path to 
its door. oes 

Key West’s population is. largely 
made up of people of Latin origin who 
came here from Cuba, many of them 
to escape unsettled conditions in that 
country. It is perched on a small 
coral island 155 miles south of Mi- 
ami and in appearance and atmos- 
phere is an Old-World city. 

A single railroad line that stretches 
from key to key between here and the 
mainland provides the only means of 
travel for land-going vebicles. 


Trade here once* was flourishing. 
Humming cigar factories employed 
10,000 persons. Hundreds of other en- 
gaged in sponge fishing; a naval base 
and military and coast guard stations 
sent money flowing into business chan- 
nels and ferries plied to and from Ha- 
vana with loaded freight cars. 

Then the cigar industry moved to 
Ybor City, the sponge fishers went to 
more profitable grounds off Tarpon 
Springs, the naval base was abandon- 
ed with loss of half a million dollars 
in trade annually, the coast guard per- 
sonnel was reduced, the _ air lines, 
which ignored Key West, flew over- 
head with most of the passenger traf- 
fic, and the New Orleans-Havana sea 
train took most of the freight. 

Literally born of the sea, the town 
was first settled by people who came 
here to salvage goods from ships 
wrecks on the numerous reefs and 


wrecked.

TIME TO CALL A HALT! 

What is the matter with Colum- 
bia University? 

It seems to have become a hot- 
bed for the germination of repre- 
hensible doctrines, visionary tWeo- 
ries and freakism of every variety. 

From conferences held under 
Sponsorship of some division of Co- 
lumbia, lectures and papers of some 
of her professors, and deductions 
evolved by some of her theorists, 
have come attacks on religion, es- 
tablished government and plain 
morality; and advocacy of commu- 
nism, atheism, questionable eco- 
nomic theories and doctrines sub- 


'-'vérsive of the public good. 


Rated as one of the greatest edu- 
cational institutidns of the nation, 
and with ample funds with which 
to employ the foremost instructors, 
it is small wonder that professors 
in colleges and smaller universities 
have to some extent emulated the 
example of Columbia, and departed 
from established standards of col- 
lege procedure to invade the field 
of, unrestrained liberalism. 

It is unthinkable that the falla- 
cious ideas that have come out of 
Columbia during the past few years 
can in any way represent the be- 
liefs of its eminent head, Dr. Wil- 
liam Murray Butler, and when he 
returns from Europe and learns the 
details of the most recent confer- 
ence held under the auspices of Co- 
lumbia, he may decide that it is 
time to call a halt.

Some men and women attending 
the conference protested, but oth- 
ers indorsed it with expressions of 
their own, in comparison’ with 
which the startling statement of Dr. 
Dearborn was comparatively mild. 
It showed that a large part of the 
professors present approved the 
abominable theory advanced by this 
Boston freak, who quoted Dr. R. 
L. Dickinson, president of the Ma- 
ternal Health Association, as saying 


that pre-marital relations ‘do not | 


hurt marriage,’’ and as having pre- 
sented conclusions from a national 
survey which showed that in 1934 


“every other young person, man or 


woman, is not bothering to wait 
for marriage.’’

EATING SHOULD BE A SIMPLE 
PLEASURE, 

The artificial restrictions or conven- 
tions of civilization, like captivity or 
domestication of animals, have had 4 
profound effect on eating. Natural 
hunger no longer controls eating. We 


eat for other reasons than hunger and 
for no good reason at all. ; 

Social eating is a universal sin. 
Who dares to decline to eat the food 
offered by host or hostess? How often 
do you partake of unwanted food mere- 
ly as an experiment in taste, type of 
cooking or surroundings? 

Pavlov, famous Russian _ physiol- 
ogist, trained white mice to answer the 
dinner bell. Not only did they come 
to their feed at the call of the bell, 
but they actually learned to water 
at the mouth and secrete gastric juice, 
as might you or I. at the call of the 
bell, even though no food was in sight 
or in smell. Not only that, but suc- 
cessive generations of white mice 
studied by Pavlov and Boldyreff learn- 
ed more quickly to answer the bell— 
at last report by Boldyreff they were 
anticipating a blessed event and it 
was hoped (as the papers say) that 
the next batch of mice would be born 
with the bell-conditioned reflex, that 
is, prick up their ears and respond to 
the dinner gong without any teaching 
at all. That goeg to show what arti- 
fice can do to instinct. 

Many younger people eat as a pas- 
time, just as some deadbrains chew 
gum or smoke.

We ean 
only conjecture whether primitive man 
had to store fat in his body. If the 
climate was frigid he did: if it was 
tropical he didn’t: for food is always 
available where plants grow the year 
around. Of course you are bound to 
store or accumulate superfluous fat 
when you eat more than is needed for 
your day's work, play, exercise and 
for growth and repair of wear and 
tear. Although these functions de- 
mand fuel, it is not quite accurate to 
say. that we eat to acquire a reserve 
of fat for emergency use. However, 
that is what many seem to do. With- 
out any good reason they carry, oh, 
say, a hundred gallon emergency tank 
of gasoline whenever they take a 50- 
mile drive! Eating should be and is 
a simple pleasure for people who have 
the right ideas-on how to live. Too 
bad so many of us civilized folk 
make of our eating rather a business 
and a sin. 

If there is one thing that can re- 
store the pleasure to eating, to the 
mere enjoyment of the food itself and 
not the floor show or the drinks cal- 
culated to keep vou from noticing how 
bad the food is, it would be inflex- 
ible adherence to the rule never to eat 
unless you are really hungry.

Germany’s Reaping Fruits 
of Unwise Economic Mea- 
‘sures and Timid Money 
Will Stay Away for a 
Long Time. ; 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—There 
can«be no denying that even an in- 
ternal situation in a foreign country 
becomes a matter of interational con- 
cern. Officially nothing can said 
about what is happening in Germany. 
But informally there is plenty of 
worry. 

It was the German crisis which 
produced the war debt moratorium in 
the summer of 1931, which was later 
followed by the British suspension of 
the gold standard. 

Today it is the economic after-ef- 
fects of the German social unrest 
which are .threatening to complicate 
still further an already impaired for- 
eign trade. 

Too Much Borrowing. 

Outwardly, of course, the trouble 
in Germany is a conflict of groups of 
factions. Fundamentally, it is an eco- 
nomic disease that is eating cancer- 
like at the vitals of Germany’s post- 
war structure. 

The Germans began their downward 
course by unbalancing their budget. 
They built public works with funds 
borrowed from America and the allied 
powers. They furnished employment 
to the idle that way, but they also 
built an artificial equilibrium which 
gradually grew weaker and weaker 
and finally resulted in the utter 
worthlessness of paper money. 

Germany's effort to build the gold 
mark on a new structure, aided by 
the so-called Young plan, was doomed 
to failure because it did not take 
cognizance of the capacity of the Ger- 
man people to repay in taxes or cap- 
ital levies the debts that were being 
incurred. Finally came repudiation of 
public debt—that is, intergovernment- 
al debt. Now comes repudiation of 
private debt. 

Pinched to Tyranny. 

So Germany's credit is gone. And 
when credit disappears the beginning 
of social revolution, with all its at- 
tendant abuses, may be looked for. 

Germany today resembles a Central 
America country—summary executions 
without trial, suspicion and distrust 
everywhere and the innocent populace 
terrorized. But it was thus in ancient 
Rome as dictators sought to maintain 
their power. Monetary troubles and 
unsound economic policies always lead 
dictators to violence and bloodshed. 

Hitler has defied economic law by 
trying to isolate Germany, The world- 
wide boycott which resulted from his 
opposition to labor and liberal thought 
is but an incident in the economic dis- 
integration forced upon Germany by 
a governing policy which forfeited 
the confidence of thinking people in 
the business and financial world 
everywhere. Money is timid—it runs 
away from uncertain political elements 
and arbitrary use of governmental 
power. It fears chaos long before such 
a contingency arises. 

hird Revolution. 

There has been a run on Germany 
for several weeks. It will continue 
until the sane and sensible elements 
in Germany are in command again. 
For Germany is going through her 
third revolution and, whether it is 
a swing toward the right or the left, 
it must mean a recognition of the 
plight of Germany as an international 
and not merely a local preblem. 

The rest of the world is ready to 
welcome the German’ people as always 
to the international structure of trade 
and commerce and financial inter- 
course, but stability will come only 
when a government arises in Berlin 
that can win the confidence of cred- 


itors once more.

Will Provides Clue.

Gentry had written across the will, 
which had made Mrs. Gill his bene- 
ficiary, “nulled and voided, 1933, be- 
cause Mrs. Carrie Gill threatened to 
kill me.” 

Mrs. Gill was questioned four days 
before she confessed, and named 
church as the slayer. Less than 24 
hours later Church was arrested.

Church’s confession substantiated her 
claim that Gentry had mistreated her. 

Church said he had visited Mrs.

Mrs. Gill, he said, wired him $60 in 
Chicago June 14 and he came here 
June 21. It was not until June 350 
that he had opportunity to kill Gen- 
try, he said. 

Used Gentry’s Gun. 

Shortly after midnight Sunday he 
hid in Mrs. Gill’s home. She had 
gone to spend the night with her 
brother. Then, according to the con 
fession, Church obtained Gentry’s gun 
and waited for him. 

“I fell asleep and awoke when Gen- 
try turned on the lights,” Church said. 
“T told Earl he was on the spot and 
that I had the difference—the gun— 
this time. 

“He begged me not to shoot him; 
pleaded for a chance and promised 
that if I gave him a break he would 
leave and cause no more trouble. 1 
told him he couldn’t keep a promise. 

“When he reached for his hip pocket 
I thought he had a gun and fired. 
never took aim. I first shot him 
above the right eye. He fell. 
shot again, then beat him over the 
head with the pistol butt. 

“He was too heavy for me to get 
into the car so I went to Ferdinand 
Probst’s home and got him to help me. 
After parking the automobile and 
cleaning up the kitchen I left and went 
to Fort Atchinson.”

Of that grand 
total $437,241,045 were in Young 
bonds, and $167,397,057 in Dawes 
bonds. In dollar bonds, there are $63,- 
971,600 of Dawes and $91,305,600 of 
Young bonds. 

Of the total of $63.791.600 in 
Dawes dollar bonds, $2,310,000 have 
been redeemed in this country by the 
German government during the last 
half fiscal year. No figures concern- 
ing any redemption of bonds issued 
in other currencies in other countries 
were available. 

The United States is situated dif- 
ferently from Great Britain, Germany 
buys approximately twice as much 
from the United States as this coun- 
try purchases from Germany, leaving 
a surplus of American funds in that 
country. 

State department officials have not, 
consequently, given any consideration 
to the establishment here of a clear- 
ing house which would impound Ger- 
man funds. 

Great Britain and France both 
threatened to establish clearing houses 
to collect interest payments for their 
nationals.

GAINS IN. GEORGIA 


Gain of Eighteen Per Cent 
Reported by Cersus 


Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—()—Re 
tail store employment in Georgia dur 
ing 1933 showed substantial gains in 
line with the gradual upward business 
trend, the census bureau reported to 
day. 

The report, released by William L. 
Austin, director of the bureau of cen- 
sus said the increase in employment 
in Georgia between April and Decem- 
ber as shown by the 1929 retail cen- 
sus was 6 per cent and in 1933 
amounted to 24 per cent. 

“This increase,” the bureau said, 
“when compared with the increase 
shown for the April-December period 
for 1929 indicates that the gain 
shown throughout the state was sub- 
stantially more than seasonal.” 

Part-time employment was at its 
lowest during the first three months 
of 1933, when it was at 82 pér cent 
of the yearly average. During the 
last quarter of 1933 it stood at more 
than 115 per cent and reached 140 
per cent in December, which is nor- 
mally the peak of the year. 

With 7 per cent less stores in op- 
eration in Georgia during 1933 than 
there were in 1929 (26,699 against 
28,687), the dollar volume of retail 
sales shows a drop of 45 per cent from 
the pre-depression year. The amount 
of business in 1933 was $351,801,000 
against $635,440.000 in 1929. 

Compared to 1929, the full-time pay 
roll in 1983 was 41 per cent lower 
while the number of full-time employ- 
es was only 27 per cent lower. The 
average full-time wage in 1929 was 
$1,020, while in 1933 it was $779. The 
number. of proprietors actively e¢n- 
gaged in their own stores decreased 3 
per cent. There was a 29 per cent 
increase in the number of part-time 
employes with an increase of 48 per 
cent in part-time pay rolls. 

Women constituted 25 per cent of 
the total number of employes, the 
same ratio that éxisted in 1929, the 
census bureau said. 

The avérage wage cost for all retail 
stores in Georgia, which in 1929 stood 
at 13.52 per cent of sales. increased to 
16.37 per cent in 1933 by redson of 
the drop in sales volumé, which could 
not be compensated for by an equal 
drop in total wage costs, even though 
pay rolls for employes on full-time 
basis decreased in proportion to sales. 


20 PER CENT GAIN

Retail store employment in Fulton 
county was increased by more than 20 
per cent during the past year while 
the state increase was 24 per cent. 

The report of the census bureau 
also showed that in the 3,868 retail 
stores.in the county, an average of 
14,237 full-time and 2,693 part-time 
employes were on the pay rolls and 
paid a total of $13,230.000 while the 
net sales reached $102,044,000.

NEW YORK, July 5.—-(P)}—Three 
of the city’s physicians risked their 
lives today when. they inoctlated 
themselves in an experiment against 
infantile paralysis. 

The three are Dr. William H. Park, 
chief research laboratory director of 
the city and a- world authority on 
diphtheria immunization, 
Josephine Neal and Dr. Henry Wirt. 

For years, all three have devoted 
every effort to combat the treacherous 
— which has taken such a heavy 
to 

They knew that a vaccine, known 
as polio, has proved effective in in- 
oculating monkeys against the dis- 
ease. 

But when a final test on human 
beings was necessary, they decided to 
make the tests themselves. 


All three were inoculated — this 
morning. 

“We are feeling very well,” Dr. 
Park said tonight. ‘Monkeys are just 
as sensitive as we are and we de- 
cided to do this so that -the public 
would have no fear of the vaccine.” 

The polio vaccine was developed by 
Dr. Maurice Brodie, assistant profes- 
sor of bacteriology at New York Uni- 
versity, in conjunction with Dr. Park 
and his assistants.

Leaves Own Obituary 


' MORRISTOWN, Mich., ‘July 5.— 
(P)}—The Soivisinah Gazette and 
Mail this afternoon carried the story 
of the death of Nahor Y. Hill, a mem- 
ber of the editorial staff and adver- 
tising manager, written by him a 
short time before he fired a bullet 
into his brain.

PAY RESTORATIONS: 


VETOED BY MAYOR 


City Must Stay -Within 
Income, Says Key, in 
Explaining Action. 


Atlanta’s credit must be preserved 
and the city must live within its in- 
come, Mayor James L. Key asserted 
Thursday in vetoing basic pay resto- 
rations for about 500 municipal em- 
ployes at a cost of about $17,000 from 
August 1, the effective date until the 
end of the year, 

At the same time, the 
pressed sympathy with city workers, 
and held out the hope that all basic 
reductions and pay slashes may be 
restored within the next year. He was 
impell®d to make the statement be- 
eause of general improved revenue col- 
lections, and the general upward trend 
in business. 

Key said he will sanction a partial 
restoration of basic salaries for 274 
employes and calling for an outlay of 
$8,425 for the remainder of the year 
as approved Tuesday night by a spe- 
eial subcommittee of the finance com- 
mittee. The measure along with sev- 
eral other restorations is expected to 
reach council at its meeting July 16. 

Key f ympathetie. 

Agitation to replace some of the 
euts in salaries has been made for 
the past several months, and Key gen- 
erally has been sympathetic, but he 
has insisted that collections come up 
to anticipations and has discouraged 
any blanket reinstatements because of 
the strained fiscal conditions of the 
municipal treasury. 

Although the mayor had not writ- 
ten a veto message to accompany the 
two vetoes he signed Thursday. he as- 
serted that the credit of the city must 
be maintained at all hazards. 

“We must not jeopardize the credit 
of the city in attempting to restore 
basic salaries or in adjusting salary 
payments or for any other purpose.” 
Key said. ‘Atlanta's good credit rat- 
ing has stood the city in good stead 
during the trying times through which 
the city has and still is passing. 
Nothing must be done to impair that 
standing. 

“I have vetoed the outlays as pro- 
vided in the new salary reinstatement 
measure, because I do not see where 
the money is to come from. 

“It is my sincere hope that on Jan- 
nary 1, we can reduce the 10 per 
cent cut (now imposed on all non- 
school employes making more than 
$100 a month) to 5 per eent, and that 
within the next year we can elimi- 
nate all cuts, 

“That would mean that employes 
would be restored to the basic salary 
thev had before any cuts were made 
in December, 1931 (the date on which 
basic salary slashes became effec- 
tive).” 

A check of the latest proposed sal- 
ary reinstatement, which Key Thurs- 
day vetoed, called for an outlay of 
about $17,090, according to B. Gra- 
ham West. city comptroller. 

Confers With Milam. 

Key held a conference Thursday 
morning with Councilman Aubrey Mi- 
lam, chairman of the subcommittee of 
the finance committee, working on the 
salary matter, 

Milam said the rommittee would re- 
sume its deliberations at a meeting 
to be held next Tuesday night at the 
city hall, 

Administration leaders do not feel 
that -the city ean make any rein- 
statements or Adjustments which will 
exceed 310,000 for the vear. 

The Milam committee thus far has

Bridge in Scandinavia.

So keen is inter- 
est there that one of the leading 
newspapers annually conducts a tour- 
at which attendance in the 
finals far ut-distances all records 
made by American events of this 
type. The Seandinavian people, prot- 
iting perhaps from their long winter 
nights, specialize in the deeper prob- 
lems both of bidding and play. 

Recently a nation-wide problem- 
composing competition was conducted 
in Norway, and first prize was given 
to Mr. Gustav Devold, whose entry 
was the following:

In double-dummy problems the ques- 
tion of bidding is immaterial. A cer- 
tain contract is assumed and the ques- 
tion is how either the Declarer or the 
defense can take a certain number of 
tricks. In the hand above hearts are 
trump with East as Declarer. South 
is the leader and North and South 
are required to win four tricks against 
any line of play followed by the hold- 
ers of the East and West hands. 

A study of the hands shows three 
tricks as practically certain—one trick 
in clubs, one in trumps and one in 
diamonds. The means by which ‘the 
fourth trick can be attained is not so 
apparent. In the following solution 
the line of play followed by East is 
assumed. ‘The possible variations are 
left to the reader’s imagination. 
The opening lead is the club king, 
which is won by the ace in Dummy, 
and the return is a small spade, 
which East wins with the king. East 
now leads the diamond six and fin- 
esses the jack in Dummy, which North 
allows to hold; and the ext lead, 
the diamond king, drops South’s queen 
and is taken by North’s ace.

These Pillows May Be Used Singly or in Pairs.

Two round pillows made of. old 
fashioned calico prints were safely 
tucked away in Nancy’s gift box. 
Before lofig she was sure she would 


feel the urge to give them to Eleanor. 
She wondered whether she could not 
plan them for an anniversary of some 
kind, but whether she had an excuse 
or not she would have to give herself 
the pleasure of seeing Eleanor use 
them in the old-fashioned bedroom in 
her little country home. 

To make the pillows she used the 
pattern which you may procure by 
sending for the direction sheet. The 
directions for receiving it are printed 
at the end of this column. 

When you have the pattern sheet 


study it carefully. You see that the 


pieces are 12 in number for the 
small points, 12 in number for the 
diamond-shaped prints and 12 in num- 
ber for the queer wedge-shaped pieces 
at the outer edge. There is a circular 
piece in the center to which these 
pieces are attached. But it is best to 
piece the star first and then to lay it 
on'a piece of material and cut the 
inner circle accordingly. 

The pillows are made with plain 
backs and have a boxed edging. Nancy 
chose a figured black and white print 
for the pieces marked white in the 
pattern. sheet. She used a red and 
yellow pattern for one cushion top and | 
a yellow and red pattern for the 
other. That is, the ground of one was 
yellow. and of the other was red. 
She might have selected a queer blue 
green ground and the crushed rasp- 
berry color. These two prints are as 
popular as the red and yellow ones. 
But be sure the colors chosen har- 
monize with the scheme of the room. 
For all these old-fashioned prints are 
individuals in their own rights and 
rather striking. 

The pattern sheet, with its cutting 
patterns does not allow for seams so 
be sure to add the necessary amount 
about one-quarter of an inch when 
cutting.

I am speaking of an ye grote 
owned ball club and not one with a chain-store tie-up throug 
which player transfers may be made. 


When a club is forced to go into the market for 
players in midsummer, it is forced to gamble. If it 
gets a good player, it may comfort itself it has been 


lucky. Nothing else. 


It should be perfectly apparent that the good ball players, 
and especially does this apply to pitchers, have good jobs. They 
are valuable property. It is not possible to rush out and sign up 
a pitcher just any time and anywhere. 


The telegraph bill of the club desperately seeking 
players for strengthening the team runs into big fig- 
ures. It is a task which means sifting out the lot of 
washed-up, sore-armed lads that will be offered and 
trying to find just one who looks good enough for the 
gamble. 


The Crackers have the money to spend and are willing to 
spend it. They cannot, of course, go around paying out sums 
of $50,000 or $75,000. The Crackers have already spent 
triple what gd other club in the league has spent. In cash 
money. Not baseball money. There is a vast difference be- 
tween baseball money and cash money. The Crackers have 
been spending cash. 

The Crackers, for instance, sent the Boston Braves some 
good cash money for Jumbo Elliott. They sent them the price 
of a modest house and lot for the aforesaid Jumbo Elliott. And 
the aforesaid Jumbo Elliott turned out to be a terrible pitcher. 
He gave owners a headache and the manager the jitters. 


THOSE FOR SALE. 

Those pitchers that are for sale at this time of the year are 
for sale because of a reason. And the reason is the owners 
have found the pitchers are not any good at all. So they will 
very generously sell them to some harassed club seeking help. 


Now and then some owner will be found who has 
some pressing bills to make. And he will sacrifice a 
real pitcher. But this happens only once in a very 
great while. 


It may be safely said, therefore, that all the good pitchers 
have jobs. And that all those for sale are for sale because of 


a reason. 


The fan assumes that all the owners have to do is 
to put a want ad in the paper and get him. Then berate 
the club for not buying a good pitcher. 


This is not, as aforesaid, an attempt to defend the Crackers. 
It is merely an explanation of what any ball club is up against 
in midseason. | 

The Crackers will eventually turn up with a pitcher 

or so. The odds will be about five to one the pitcher 

will turn out to be just fair. He will likely be terrible. 

The good boys all have jobs. 

There is absolutely no unemployment in the ranks of pitch- 
ers who can win ball games.

Joe Knight, the 24-year-old, black- 
haired south Georgian, who makes his 
first appearance in an Atlanta ring 
tonight since he was a preliminary 
boy, has ambitions of gaining the 
heavyweight division before long, 
thereby succeeding the late W. L. 
Stribling as Georgia’s foremost can- 
didate there. 

Knight, who steps into the ring for 
a 10-round go with “Rosy” Rosales, 
the tough Navajo Indian, from Cleve- 
land, revealed his intentions along 
that line yesterday. 


ADDS WEIGHT. 


“I’m taking on weight now— 
weighing 178 pounds at the moment— 
and recently i fought Buck Everett, 
who is peceteny a heavyweight. Il 
believe that if I continue growing and 
adding weight, that I can fight as a 
full-fledged heavy in another year.” 


If Knight advances into the heavy- 
weight class, where the reward is 
more lucrative and the opponents 
more numerous, he will be following 
directly in Stribling’s footsteps. The 
latter, it will be recalled, met and de- 
feated most all of the better light- 
heavies, then graduated into the 
heavyweight ranks. 

Knight, who has fought 123 fights 
and dropped only 10 of those in his 
five-year career as a boxer, finds him- 
self in the same position. He has de- 
feated practically every one of the cur- 
rent light-heavy crop, including the 
champion, Rosenbloom, later drew 
with him, and is now chasing the 
crafty Maxy for another crack at his 
crown, 


RETURN ‘BOUT. 

He has been promised a return go 
with the veteran titleholder by the 
latter's manager. FE. H. Griffiths, 
Knight’s new manager, also has filed 
a challenge to Rosenbloom from the 
National Boxing Association and has 
pestes a $2,500 forfeit bond with that 
ody. 


_ Knight fought Rosenbloom the last 
time in Florida for exactly nothing, 
Mr. Griffiths, who had just taken over 
his contract, put up half of the $15,- 
OOO guarantee it took to get Rosen- 
bloom to put his crown on the block 
against the Georgian. 


When the scrap drew just enough 
to pay off Rosenbloom, Mr. Griffiths, 
of course, lost his monéy, but consid- 
ered it worth the gamble in that the 
fight projected his boy into the na- 
tional eye and earned him quite a 
reputation. Many critics thought 
Knight deserved the decision, but he 
got out with a draw. 


Knight, a pleasing youth not unlike 
Stribling in looks and manner, has a 
real punch. He has knocked out some 
tough men like George Courtney in 
four, Les Kennedy in two and Bob 
Godwin in eight. He has decisioned 
Rosenbloom, Charley Belanger, Lou 
Soozza, Natie Brown, “Cowboy” 
Phelps, Red Barry, Battling Bozo 
and others. 


Tonight’s show is by way of being 
a “test” for another attempted re- 
vival of the fight game here. Its pro- 
moters have promised a Knight-Risko 
bout if this one clicks. 


ROSALES TOUGH. 


Rosales, Knight’s opponent tonight, 
is not entirely unknown. He is con- 
sidered a tough trial horse of the di- 
vision and has beaten Joe Sekyra, 
Billy Jones, Larry Johnson and oth- 
ers. He is considered a good mixer.

Big Lefthander Expected 
To Return to Form 
After Operation.

BOSTON, July 5.—(UP)—Bob 
Lefty) Grove, Boston Red ox 
$125,000 bust, had a set of badly 
infected tonsils removed today, and 
a few weeks should tell the fate of 
the most famous portside wing in 
baseball. 


The once mighty Grove had a rec- 
ord of four wins, none of them very 
impressive, and four losses for the 
season to date, but had been shelled 
from the mound on his few recent 
appearances. Today’s surgery at St.

Grove had three abcessed teeth ex- 
tracted at the end of the spring train- 
ing season and it was said that re- 
moval of the tonsils should clear up 
Lefty’s general health, putting it 
squarely up to the money wing to 
say whether any of the famed mule 
kick remains, or whether it has gone 
the way of all flesh.
